DISTURBED BY LABOR UNIONS. 


P a k i s, Sept. 
19. — The 
senate met 
as a high court of justice for the pur­ 
pose of trym g 22 politiciaus, iucluduig 
Messrs. de Mouicourt, Deroulede, Mar­ 
cel Habert. Thicbaud. Barou de Vaux 
and Jules Guerin ou the charge of con­ 
spiring against the goverument. 
The pnxturator general, M. Bernard, 
read the long iudictmeut, wheu the sen­ 
ate eutered into secret session to discuss 
the iudictmeut and determine the que.s- 
tious relating to the prelimiuary inquiry 
which is to be ordered. 
Tiie public aud press galleries were 
crowded and the seuators’ places were 
filled. 
Not one of the accused were 
present or iu the palace. 
Tlie iudictmeut evoked frequent out­ 
bursts or derisive laughter aud ironical 
comment at tiie expense of the royal­ 
ists, and especially ou the reading of 
the various telegrams exchanged aud 
the failure of the plots. 
At the couclusiou of the reading of 
iudictmeut M. Beruard aud his col­ 
leagues left the senate aud M. Fallicres 
ordered the senators to sit bi'hiiid clo.sed 
doors. 
t)ii the resumption of the public sit­ 
ting, M. Fallicres announcetl that the 
senate had deeided by a vote or 234 
ugaiu>t 32 to allow prisoners to be rep­ 
resented by counsel during the pre- 
liniliiary inquiry, but that the question 
of the coiiipiteiiee of the .senate to sit as 
a high eoiirt to try the charges had been 
adjoiirned until after the eoiielusioii ot 
the prclimiiiaiy inquiry. 
Tins is tantamoiuit to au adjourn- 
iiieiit of the high eoiirt 
for >everal 
weeks at least, 
Aiost of tin* st'iiators 
were present when tlie announeemmit 
was made, but there wt'i'c few pcr.sons 
in the public aii<l press galleries. 
The general comment in the si'iiate 
lobbies was th.it tin- intlietiueiit <lis- 
played the ndieubms. but still erimiiial 
character ol the royalists intrigues to 
overtiirow the republic.

war. 
The protest was made voluntarily 
and without Admiral Schley’s kuowl- 
edge. 
The president listeueii atteii- 
tivi-ly to what the Maryland Republi­ 
can leaders had to say, but gave no in­ 
dù atiou of what he vrould do. 
The 
deleg atiju were w ith liim alnmt half 
an hour. 
Admiral Schley arrived in the city 
from New YTirk, and tmluy w ill call 
upon the president to iiay his respects 
and to aniiouuce his readiiie.ss to accept 
the command of the South Atlantic 
squadron, or auy other duty tb wliieh 
the president may as.sigu him. 
“ I am 
a sailor,” .said Admiral Schley, “ and 
will obey onlcrs.” 
At tlie navy di-partmeut it was stated 
that n ) order had yet been issueil to 
Admiral Seiiley, but he had been ad- 
ti ed to bold biiiLself in readiness to per- 
lorm mat diry.

In one of the luxuriously appointee! 
apartm ents of the Union League in 
Philadelphia the other night there was 
a feast of science aud a flow of soul, 
the participants in which were men 
who have been conspicuous in quicken­ 
ing tile mechanical and m arine pulse 
of the world. 
The central figure was 
Rear Admiral George W. Melville, en­ 
gineer in chief of the United States 
navy. 
His companions were Captain 
Jackson McElmell, Captain Andrade, 
Lieutenant Com m ander Mickley aud 
William H. Levay. all prom inent m a­ 
rine engineers, and General Mulhol- 
land, a hero of the civil war. 
These 
expert authorities of worldwide fam e 
were m aking ii few com parisons which 
led to some Interesting com m ents by 
the engineer In chief, who said: 
' 
“To put it in a few words, in these 
days of m echanics everything begins 
at the coal pile. 
The whole world Is 
on wheels, moved by steam or electric­ 
ity; but. as I say, everything is done 
from the coal pile to the boiler, from 
the boiler to the engine, from the en­ 
gine to the dynamo, from the dynam o 
to the electric motor. W hether getting 
up the anchor, propelling the ship, ven­ 
tilating between decks, cooking food 
for the crew*, hoisting the am m unition 
in action, moving the tu rrets or work 
ing the guns, the entire outfit starts 
from the coal pile. 
Electricity m ust 
have the steam engine back of It. 
Referring to the future of m arine 
design, arm am ent and m achinery, the 
adm iral continued: 
“The engines of the K earsarge will 
go as high as we have gone in speed 
to date. 
These engines are triple ex­ 
pansion. It),OOO horsepower, anti are 
rated at 18 knots. 
“Our own uext departure from for 
mer models, a practice which is also 
coming in vogue among English de­ 
signers, is to create a composite class, 
incorporating the best defensive and 
offensive features of tile battleship 
aud the protected cruiser. They may be 
brought nearer alike by increasing the 
tonnage of the cruiser and increasing 
the arm or protection and reducing the 
arm or protection on the battleship ami 
having more and lighter guns. * Thus 
we bring the two classes under one 
and greatly sim plify construction and 
adm inistration. 
“The ships K earsarge and Kentucky, 
as I have said, are rated a t 18 knots. 
The expectation of the future from 
suips of the combined battleship aud 
cruiser characteristics mentioned is an 
increase of speed to 20 knots and more. 
Some of the modern British ships of 
this class are claim ing 19 knots. 
“ I am confident in our new ships of 
doing even better than that. 
We have 
tw o big stiips ordered by congress, but 
the contracts are not yet let. 
We have 
52 vessels, from torpedo boats up to 
battleships, all of the latest designs 
and unsurpassed In the world for etti- 
cieucy 
and 
speed. 
It 
is doubtful 
w hether any more of the heavy class 
will be constructed. 
The designs of 
the future tend to higher speed and 
about 15.000 tons displacem ent. 
“The French have ships going as 
high as 22 or 23 knots an hour. 
They 
have lighter batteries and lighter a r­ 
mor. 
That is the policy of naval con­ 
struction for the future. 
“ We are also tending tow ard tubular 
boilers, perm itting of higher pressure 
of steam, greater grades of expansion, 
giving us greater economy of fuel, ^ct 
this is not an unm itigated gain, be­ 
cause it requires a higher grade of in­ 
telligence iii supervision and in m ak­ 
ing repairs, which are becoming more 
aud more num erous with the many 
model n appliances now crow ding into 
all classes of ships aud which ten years 
ago were not thought of. 
“Tile great problem of the future is 
to have men who can properly direct 
and m anipulate these great lighting 
machines. 
The handling of one of 
these costly constructions 
in 
these 
days is no longer a simple m atter of 
navigation. The whole ship’s company, 
officers and mou. must now be educat­ 
ed and trained m echaniciens—to use a 
terse French w ord—aud electricians.’ 
The engineer in chief added; “ I feel 
a m easure of safety in following any­ 
thing English, but not of tile other 
constructive naval powers, as they are 
apt to incorporate ‘gim cracks,’ and 
these are uot safe under the strain of 
actual war. 
“The official reports of the w ar w ith 
Spain show most satisfactory results. 
There w as not a ‘sky rocket' engine or 
ship—th at is. one which starts w ith a 
spurt and drops like a stick. 
All were 
durable and reliable. It is rem arkable, 
but nothing gave out, and even repairs 
were dowu to a minimum, not exceed­ 
ing the proper care of the sam e class 
of ships in tim e of peace. 
A few tor­ 
pedo boats were struck and needed re­ 
pairs. but their perform ances 


mil.I.’ 
The a din ii v I did n t think much of 
French m arine eng n

scientific work in the world. 
“I often think w hat a m istake Sena­ 
tor Sum ner made in defeating the an ­ 
nexation of Santo Domingo. 
Sam ana 
bay is the greatest harbor in the world. 
It is far superior to anything we secur­ 
ed in the Spanish war. General G rant 
alw ays looked a long way ahead. 
St. 
Thom as was cheap. 
T hat w as an ­ 
other place we should have taken. 
I 
believe in the Monroe doctrine. We can 
take care of everything on this side of 
the w ater.” 
Admiral Melville is well satisfied 
w ith the results of the builders’ trial 
of the Alabam a on Tuesday. 
He said 
the other day: 
“The 17*4 knots reported from the 
prelim inary trial at sea is IV* knots 
over contract speed. 
A 30 mile gale 
aud a high sea were unfavorable to 
the highest results. 
The engines will 
do better possibly under average sea 
conditions. 
The results on Tuesday 
broke the previous speed record of our 
battleships. 
But th at will not be the 
lim it 
It Is only a step in advance. 
The new type of ship, m erging the de­ 
fensive qualities of the battleship and 
the speed of the cruiser, will beat th at 
record approxim ately from 4 to 5% 
knots. 
The Alabama, however, ad­ 
vances the record. 
We will have the 
fleetest battleships afloat before we get 
through. T hat is our aim and expecta­ 
tion. We Am ericans never fall to reach 
the goal we drive at.”

OUR TRADE IN TRANSVAAL. 


N e w * o f D irector G eneral o f P h ila ­ 
d elp h ia E x p osition . 
Director General Wilson of the Na­ 
tional Export exposition at Philadel­ 
phia has this to say about the trade 
of tim United States w ith the T rans­ 
vaal: 
“Our trade is chiefly with Johannes­ 
burg, a city of about 30,000 people, al­ 
most all of whom are Euglish, Scotch 
or German. 
Pretoria is sm aller aud 
the trade much less. 
W hat we ship 
there direct is but a small proportion 
of our trade with South Africa, so 
small as to be almost insignificant. 
“ But the reason for its being insig­ 
nificant is th at nearly all our trade is 
with British and Portuguese countries 
there, and these reship the supplies of 
the Dut<Mi republic. Several American 
firms have branch houses there. 
The 
only branch which I know of from this 
city is th at of an engineering compa­ 
ny, which furnishes electrical supplies. 
A Chicago firm, m anufacturing ma­ 
chinery, lins a big trade there, which 
is supplied from a branch factory lo­ 
cated in England. 
“The only statistics 
available are 
those of our exports to the various 
South African countries. Two regular 
lines of steam ers sail monthly from 
New York city to South African ports, 
a num ber of extra vessels being char­ 
tered at times. 
Mining tools, uiachiu- J 
cry aud im plem ents figure largely in j 
the goods sent. 
All lum ber is from j 
Sweden. Norway or the United States, I 
as tim ber does not grow in South Afri­ 
ca. and our proportion is about one- 
third of the whole amount. 
Petroleum 
and other oils 
come 
entirely 
from 
America, aud 
paraffin 
also 
cuts a 
heavy figure. 
“ Ninety per cent of South A frica’s 
Imported c a rria g e s and vehicles come 
from A m erica, and all wood for such, 
their m anufacture and repair, is also 
from here. 
Every store in the country 
keeps American cotton duck. Chicago 
h a s an immense trade in canned goods. 
“The extent of the demand for pe­ 
troleum may be inferred when I say 
I that only four cities in South Africa 
1 have gas plants. 
One of these is Jo­ 
hannesburg. 
The price is almost pro­ 
hibitive. as it is $5 per thousand feet. 
There are a good many electric lighting 
plants. 
The common wooden beam tie. 31)0,000 
plow made in America lins been in use 
there for 50 years. 
He hold the m ar­ 
ket for small implements, the slight 
amount of heavy agricultural m achin­ 
ery usually coming from England.” 
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The Navajo Indians of northeastern 
Arizona, says the Flagstaff (A. T.) cor­ 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
have been introduced to the vita scope. 
aud their wonder has been as though 
the day of resurrection had come. I he 
dead have been seen to walk, and out 
on the great red sandstone plain the 
white m an’s magic has brought the 
“ fire wagon” aud has arrayed arm ies 
of soldiers th at came unseen and that 
vanished into the night. 
A ugust is a holiday tim e with the 
Navajoes. In this month are held inauy 
of the ceremonials of rejoicing, and 
much of the intertribal visiting with 
the Moquis, Yava-Supais and Apaches 
is done, visiting that is both for pleas 
ure aud for the barter of blankets and 
ponies for baskets and pottery aud, 
with the Supais, for dried fruit and 
melons. 
The snake dance of the Mo­ 
quis is attended yearly by hundreds of 
solemn Navajoes, who have no sneers 
for the m ummeries of the hilltop peo­ 
ple, but are willing to concede th at the 
ceremonial is “good medicine” in the 
rainm aking line. 
In August the In­ 
dian 
traders 
usually 
give 
their 
“treats,” great 
entertainm ents, com­ 
bining the features of a Wild West 
show and a barbecue. 
This year the most im portant of the 
“treats” was a t Volz’s store, a t The 
Lakes, 17 miles north of Canyon Dia 
blo station, on the Santa Fe railway 
It was here th at the untutored red 
man was introduced to one of the m ar­ 
vels of the century’s closing decade. 
Au enterprising Chicago photographer 
had brought his kinetoscope outfit to 
Wolpi to catch the details of the snake 
dance. Ile had been there the year be 
fore and, though he seemed to have 
had poor success in the Moqui villages 
had caught the Navajoes a t their sport 
at Volz’s. 
This year, ou the plaiu be­ 
hind the store, ou a canvas screen, he 
exhibited his moving pictures before 
an assem blage of OOO agitated aborigi 
uals. 
As the Em pire State express 
grew from a pin point iu the distance 
until it tilled the 
fram e, seemingly 
rushing down upon the crowd, the In­ 
dians gasped in unison aud would have 
tied had uot the interpreter reassured 
them. 
The march past of soldiery 
was som ething that most of them had 
seen, but the exhibition drill of the 
Kansas City fire departm ent w as an 
uncanny mystery. But the climax came 
when the pictures taken on the same 
spot the preceding year were repro 
duced. 
Most of the Indians had been 
present when the pictures were taken. 
Many of them alm ost shrieked when 
they saw them selves in action as they 
were in the chicken pulling contest 
aud in the races of last August. 
Last 
year a popular clerk, since gone away, 
had carelessly walked across the in* 
strum cnt’s field. 
The Indians shouted 
as they saw him again on the canvas. 
Real enthusiasm was caused by the 
passage across tile screen of the trad ­ 
er’s well known little dog. 
Among 
the friends recognized a num ber had 
died in the winter in the smallpox epi­ 
demic. 
W hen the entertainm ent was 
over, the Indians crowded around the 
screen, feeling the canvas aud rubbing 
their cheeks upon it, cnattering noisily. 
Those who believe that decadency is 
the heritage of the American Indian 
would do well to study this Navajo 
tribe.

NEW FEATURES IN WAR VESSELS. 


Admiral M elville T alks F.ntertnln 
I ti ITI >’ of Amerlea'n N a va I I'rourcM, 
The Country Haw F ifty -tw o Wast* In 
tn iu rp H M rd In Kfllvlenry. 


In one of the luxuriously appointed 
apartments of the Union Longue In 
Philadelphia the other night there was 
a feast of science aud a How of soul, 
the participants In which were men 
who have Peen conspicuous in quicken­ 
ing the mechanical and marine pulse 
of the world. 
The central tigure was 
Rear Admiral George VV. Melville, en­ 
gineer in chief of the United States 
navy. 
His companions were Captain 
Jackson McElmell. Captain Andrade, 
Lieutenant Commander Mick ley aud 
William IL Levny, all prominent ma­ 
rine engineers, and General Mulhol- 
land, a hero of the civil war. 
These 
expert authorities of worldwide fame 
were making a few comparisons which 
led to some Interesting comments by 
the engineer ta chief, who said: 
“To put it in a few words, in these 
days of mechanics everything begins 
at the coal pile. 
The whole world is 
on wheels, moved by steam or electric­ 
ity: but. as I say, every tiling is done 
from tile coal pile to the boiler, from 
the boiler to the engine, from the en­ 
gine to the dynamo, from tile dynamo 
to tile electric motor. Whether getting 
up tile anchor, propelling tile ship, ven­ 
tilating between decks, cooking food 
for the crew, hoisting the ammunition 
in action, moving the turrets or work­ 
ing tile guns, tile entire outfit starts 
from the coal pile. 
Electricity must 
have the steam engine back of it.” 
Referring to tile future of marine 
desigu, armament and machinery, the 
admiral continued: 
“The engines of the Kearsarge will 
go as high as we have gone in speed 
to date. 
These engines are triple e x ­ 
pansion. 10,(HJO horsepower, ami are 
rated at 18 knots. 
“Our own next departure from for­ 
m er models, a practice which is also 
coming in vogue am ong English de­ 
signers. is to create a composite class, 
Incorporating the best defensive and 
offensive features of the battleship 
aud the protected cruiser. They may lie 
brought nearer alike by Increasing the 
tonnage of the cruiser and increasing 
the arm or protection aud reducing tile 
arm or protection on the battleship and 
having more aud lighter guns. * Thus 
we bring tin* two classes limier one 
ami greatly simplify construction and 
adm inistration. 
“The ships K earsarge and Kentucky, 
as I have said, are rated at 18 knots. 
The expectation of the future from 
snips of the combined battleship and 
cruiser characteristics m entioned is an 
increase of speed to Ut) knots and more. 
Some of the modern British ships of 
this class are claiming Ii) knots. 
“ I am confident in our new ships of 
doing even better than that. 
We have 
tw o big ships ordered by congress, but 
the contracts are not yet let. 
We have 
52 vessels, from torpedo boats up to 
battleships, all of the latest designs 
and unsurpassed in the world for effi­ 
ciency 
and 
speed. 
It 
is 
doubtful 
w hether liny more of tho heavy class 
will be constructed. 
The* designs of 
the f u t u r e lend to higher speed and 
about 15.000 t ins displacement. 
“Tile French have ships going as 
high as 22 or 23 knots an hour. 
They 
lu n e lighter batteries and lighter a r ­ 
mor. 
That is the policy of naval con­ 
struction for the future. 
“ We are .also tending tow ard tubular 
boilers, perm itting of higher pressure 
of steam, greater grades of expansion, 
giving us greater economy of fuel. Vet 
t Ii is is not an unm itigated gain, be­ 
cause it requires a higher grade of in­ 
telligence iii supervision and in m ak­ 
ing repairs, which are becoming more 
aud more n u m e r o u s with the many 
model n appliances now crow ding into 
all classes of ships and which ton years 
ago were not thought of. 
“The great problem of the future is 
to have nii'ii who eau properly direct 
and m anipulate these great fighting 
machines. 
The handling of one of 
these 
costly 
constructions 
in 
these 
days is no longer a simple m atter of 
navigation. The whole ship’s company, 
officers and men. must now be educat­ 
ed and trained m echaniciens—to use a 
terse French w ord—aud electricians.” 
The engineer in chief added: “ I feel 
a m easure of safety in following an y ­ 
thing English, lint not of the other 
constructive naval powers, as they are 
apt to incorporate ’gim cracks,’ aud 
these are not safe under the strain of 
actual war. 
“The official reports of the war with 
Spain show most satisfactory results. 
There was not a ’sky rocket’ engine or 
ship—that is. oue which starts with a 
spurt and drops like a stick. 
All were 
durable and reliable. 
It is remarkable, 
but nothing gave out, aud even repairs 
were down to a minimum, not exceed­ 
ing the proper care of the same class 
of ships in time of peace. 
A few tor­ 
pedo boats were struck and needed re­ 
pairs. 
but 
their performances were 
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think much of 
•vs. as they were 
pa not Justified 
by achieved advanerment and not Bus­ 
kined by thoroughly established re­ 
sults. 
“ I lie Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and 
other 
German 
transatlantic 
liners,” 
said he. 
’sh ,\v that the Germans are 
no small hands at marine steam engi 
nearing 
The Russians are buyers, but 
they are becoming engineers. 
They 
put out 
some of the best abstract 
scientific work In the world. 
“I often think what a mistake Sena­ 
tor Sumner made iii defeating the an­ 
nexation of Santo Domingo. 
Samana 
bay is the greatest harbor in the world. 
It is far superior to anything we secur­ 
ed in the Spanish war. 
General Grant 
always looked a long way ahead. 
St. 
Thomas was cheap. 
That was an­ 
other place we should have taken. 
I 
believe in the Monroe doctrine. We can 
take t are of everything on this side of 
the water.” 
Admiral 
Melville is well satisfied 
with tile results of tlie builders’ trial 
of the Alabama on Tuesday. 
He said 
the other day: 
“The 17V4 knots reported from tile 
preliminary trial at sea is lVi knots 
over contract speed. 
A 30 mile gale 
and a high sea were unfavorable to 
the highest results. 
The engines will 
do better possibly under average sea 
conditions. 
Tile results on Tuesday 
broke the previous speed record of our 
battleships. 
But that will not lie the 
limit. 
It is only a step in advance. 
Tile new type of ship, merging tile de­ 
fensive qualities of the battleship and 
the speed of the cruiser, will beat that 
record approximately from 4 to 5% 
knots. 
The Alabama, however, ad­ 
vances the record. 
We will have the 
fleetest battleships afloat before we get 
through. That is our aim and expecta­ 
tion. We Americans never fail to reach 
the goal we drive at.”

R e n a o f D ir e c to r G e n e r a l o f P h ila ­ 
d e lp h ia E x p o s itio n . 
Director General Wilson of the Na­ 
tional Export exposition at Philadel­ 
phia lias tliis to say about the trade 
of tile United States with the Trans­ 
vaal: 
’O ur trade is chiefly w ith Johannes­ 
burg, a city of about 30,000 people, al­ 
most all of whom are English. Scotch 
or Germ an. 
Pretoria is sm aller aud 
the trad e much less. 
W h at we ship 
there direct is but a small proportion 
of our trade with South Africa, so 
small as to lie almost insignificant. 
“ But the reason for its being insig­ 
nificant is that nearly till our trade is 
with British and Portuguese countries 
there, and these reship the supplies of 
the Putt'll republic. 
Several American 
firms have branch houses there. 
The 
only branch which I know of from this 
city is t lint of an engineering com pa­ 
ny, which furnishes electrical supplies. 
A Chicago firm, m anufacturing ma­ 
chinery, lins a big trade there, winch 
is supplied from a branch factory lo­ 
cated in England. 
“The only statistics 
available 
are 
those of our exports to the various 
Soul ii African countries. 
Tw o regular 
lines of steam ers sail monthly from 
New York city to South African ports, 
a num ber of extra vessels being (‘bar­ 
tered at times. 
Mining tools, machin­ 
ery aud im plements figure largely in 
the goods sent. 
Ail lum ber is from 
Sweden. Norway or the United States, 
as tim ber does not grow in South Afri­ 
ca. and our proportion is about one- 
third of th»‘ whole am ount. 
Petroleum 
and other oils 
come 
entirely 
from ! 
America, aud 
paraffin 
also 
cuts a I 
heavy figure. 
“ Ninety per cent of South A frica’s , 
imported carriages and vehicles come 
from America, and all wood for such, 
their m anufacture and repair, is also I tribe, 
from here. 
Every store in the country I souls, 
keeps American cotton duck. 
Chicago 
has an im mense trade in canned goods. 
“The extent of the dem and for pe­ 
troleum may be inferred when I say 
that only four cities in South Africa 
have gas plants. 
One of these is Jo ­ 
hannesburg. 
The price is alm ost pro­ 
hibitive. as it is $5 per thousand feet. 
There are a good many electric lighting 
plants. 
Tilt' common wooden beam 
plow m ade in America has been in use 
there for 50 years. 
He hold the m ar­ 
ket for small implements, the slight 
am ount of heavy agricultural m achin­ 
ery usually coming from England.”

Tile Navajo Indians of northeastern 
Arizona, says Hie Flagstaff (A. T.) cor­ 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
have been introduced to tile vitascope. 
aud their wonder has been as though 
the day of resurrection had come. The 
dead have been seen to walk, and out 
on the great red sandstone plain Hie 
white man’s magic has brought the 
“ tire wagon’’ aud has arrayed armies 
of soldiers that came unseen aud that 
vanished into the night. 
August is a holiday time with the 
Navajoes. In this month are held many 
of the ceremonials of rejoicing, and 
much of the intertribal visiting with 
the Moquis, Yava-Supais aud Apaches 
is done, visiting that is both for pleas­ 
ure aud for the barter of blankets and 
ponies for baskets aud pottery and, 
with the Supais, for dried fruit and 
melons. 
The snake dance of the Mo­ 
quis is attended yearly by hundreds of 
solemn Navajoes, who have no sneers 
for the mummeries of the hilltop peo­ 
ple, but are willing to concede that the 
ceremonial is “good medicine” in the 
rainmaking line. 
In August the In­ 
dian 
traders 
usually 
give 
their 
“treats,” great 
entertainments, com­ 
bining the features of a Wild West 
show and a barbecue. 
This year the most important of the 
“treats” was at Volz’s store, a t The 
Lakes, 17 miles north of Canyon D ia­ 
blo station, on the Santa Fe railway. 
It w as here that the untutored red 
man was introduced to one of the m ar­ 
vels of the century’s closing decade 
Au enterprising Chicago photographer 
had brought his kinetoscope outfit to 
Wolpi to catch the details of the snake 
dance. 
Ile hud been there the year be­ 
fore and, though he seemed to have 
had poor success in the Moqui villages, 
had caught Hie Navajoes at their sport 
at Volz’s. 
This year, on the plain be 
hind tile store, on a canvas screen, he 
exhibited bis moving pictures before 
an assem blage of OOO agitated aborigi­ 
nals. 
As the Em pire State express 
grew from a pin point in the distance 
until it filled the 
frame, seemingly 
rushing down upon the crowd, the In 
dians gasped in unison aud would have 
tied had not the interpreter reassured 
them. 
The march past of soldiery 
was som ething timt most of them had 
seen, but the exhibition drill of the 
K ansas City fire d epartm ent was an 
uncanny mystery. But the climax came 
when the pictures taken on the sam e 
spot the preceding year were repro 
duced. 
Most of the Indians had been 
present when the pictures were taken. 
Many of them alm ost shrieked when 
they saw them selves iu action as they 
were in the chicken pulling contest 
and in the races of last August. 
Last 
year a popular clerk, since gone aw ay, 
had carelessly walked across the in­ 
strum ent’s field. 
The indians shouted 
as they saw him again on the canvas. 
Real enthusiasm was caused by the 
passage across the screen of the trad ­ 
er’s well known little dog. 
Among 
the friends recognized a num ber had 
(lied in the winter in the smallpox epi­ 
demic. 
When Hie entertainm ent was 
m er, the Indians crowded around the 
screen, feeling the canvas aud rubbing 
their cheeks upon it, (-nattering noisily. 
Those who believe that decadency is 
the heritage of the American Indian 
would do well to study this Navajo 
in

Today, through natural increase 
I aud not through immigration, alm ost 
; entirely without adm ixture of

blood, there are 22,000 Navajoes.

Horseflesh, indeed, is one of t be­ 
ma in food staples. 
The ponies, not 
necessarily of poor stock, are unsala­ 
ble, even at $3 a head. 
Their flesh is 
esteemed fully equal to beef. 
A very 
large percentage of the wool crop 
s 
sold for shipm ent to Boston ju st as is 
the crop of the white wool grower. The 
N avajo 
blankets 
are 
still 
famous, 
though the better specimens are to be­ 
lial! only oil paym ent of seemingly ex ­ 
orbitant prices. 
Oue 
of 
the 
main 
sources of the tribe’s revenue is now 
from the sale of blankets that cost 
the purchaser little if any more than 
would blankets of ordinary mill m anu­ 
facture. 
Most of this modern weaving 
is done, singular to relate, with ordi­ 
nary G erm antow n 
yarn 
brought to 
Arizona for Hie Indians by the car­ 
load. 
If special colors are required by 
the Indian weavers, recourse is had t,» 
aniline dyes

adm ixture of aboriginal handicraft and 
modern convenience the Indian has 
never before so prospered.

Rear Admiral George VV. Melville, en­ 
gineer in cli ie f of the United States 
navy. 
His companions were Captain 
Jackson McElinell. Captain Andrade, 
Lieutenant Commander Mickle/ aud 
William Kl. Leva/, all prominent m a­ 
rine engineers, aud General Mulliol- 
land, a hero of Hie civil war. 
These 
expert authorities of worldwide fame 
were making ii few comparisons which 
ie<l to some Interesting comments by 
the engineer In chief, who said: 
“To put it In a few words, in these 
days of mechanics everything begins 
at the coal pile. 
The whole world Is 
on wheels, moved by steam or electric­ 
ity: Hut. as I say, everything is done 
from the coal pile to the boiler, from 
the boiler to Hie engine, from the en­ 
gine to the dynamo, from Hie dynamo 
to the electric motor. W hether getting 
up tin- anchor, propelling Hie ship, ven­ 
tilating between decks, cooking food 
for the crew, hoisting the ammunition 
in action, moving tilt* turrets or work­ 
ing the guns, the entire outfit starts 
from the coal pile. 
Electricity must 
have the steam engine back of it.” 
Referring to the future of marine 
design, arm am ent, anti machinery, the 
admiral continued: 
“The engines of the lienrsarge will 
go as high as we have gone in speed 
to date. 
These engines are triple ex­ 
pansion, 1»UM>0 horsepower, and are 
rated at 18 knots. 
“Our own next departure from for­ 
mer models, a practice which is also 
coining in vogue among English de­ 
signers, Is to create a composit# class, 
Incorporating Hie best defensive and 
offensive features of the battleship 
aud the protected cruiser. They may lie 
brought nearer alike by increasing Hie 
tonnage of the cruiser and increasing 
the arm or protection aud reducing tile 
arm or protection on Hie battleship and 
having more and ligate!* guns.

dead have been seen to walk, and out 
on the great red sandstone plain the 
white m au’s magic has brought the 
“ tire wagon” aud has arrayed armies 
of soldiers that came unseen and that 
vanished into the night. 
August is a holiday time with tim 
Navajoes. In this month are held many 
of the ceremonials of rejoicing, and 
much of the intertribal visiting with 
the Moquis, Yava-Supais and Apaches 
is done, visiting that is botli for pleas 
lire uud for the barter of blankets and 
ponies for basket* aud pottery and, 
with the Supu is, for dried fruit and 
melons. 
The snake dance of the Mo­ 
quis is attended yearly by hundreds of 
solemn Navajoes, who have no sneers 
for the mummeries of the hilltop peo­ 
ple, but are willing to concede that the 
ceremonial is "good medicine” in the 
rainmaking line.

“organizer” will do this year in Ohio. 
The Republican state committee is in 
full possession of the general plan of 
organization which Mr. McLean pro­ 
poses to pursue. They have it from the 
lips of a man to whom McLean intrust­ 
ed it, and nobody wouTd be surprised to 
bf told that it calls for an expenditure 
of over half a million dollars on ‘‘or­ 
ganization.” 
No wonder the Demo­ 
cratic heelers are chuckling over Mc­ 
Lean’s ‘‘great ability” as an organizer. 
The entire plan is not disclosed by 
the Republican committee, but it con­ 
templates the hiring of men outright 
in each precinct in the state to give all 
their time to McLean for the balance 
of the campaign and 
to receive 
the 
modest remuneration of $3 per day. 
The McLean lieutenants, previous to 
the Zanesville convention, did not waste 
any time in telling about McLean’s de­ 
votion to the principles of the Demo­ 
cratic party. Bernard, Norton. Reeme- 
lin, Cogan. Brady and Ike Hill did not 
urge McLean’s candidacy because of 
his record as a high-minded Democrat. 
••McLean is an organizer!” they shout­ 
ed. and the Zane sville deb gates were 
convinced. 
McLean’s work in organiz­ 
ing his forces for the convention was 
self-evident. 
After 
the 
convention, 
when he was denounced from all q u ar­ 
ters, his lieutenants came back with 
the old cry. "He is an organizer!” 
T h at was their defense. 
The whole McLean scheme of organ­ 
ization had been discussed and elabo­ 
rated before his nomination. 
The Mc- 
Leanites made no secret of the part 
money would play in organization. The 
delegates to the Zanesville convention 
were told that McLean would spend 
from half a million to a million dollars 
to be elected. 
The Mcl^ean 
plans contemplate 
a 
•‘precinct organization.” 
There 
are 
about 3.000 election precincts in Ohio, 
each precinct having about 300 voters. 
In the large cities a total vote exceed­ 
ing 450 was cast in many precincts. 
W hen townships are divided into pre­ 
cincts the precinct vote usually falls 
6hort of 300. The McLean organization 
contemplates the appointment of one 
precinct supervisor in eve ry precinct in 
th e state. 
Immediately after ^ Z a n e s v i l l e con­ 
vention the congressional district su­ 
pervisors were chosen, and as rapidly 
as possible since the county supervisors 
have been named. 
The congressional 
district supervisors are to have super­ 
vision over all the counties in their 
districts. A list of precinct supervisors 
is prepared by each county supervisor 
as soon after his appointment as possi­ 
ble and sent to Louie Bernard. 
These 
nam es are immediately placed on the 
McLean payroll and orders sent to the 
county supervisor to put the men to 
work. 
The congressional and county super­ 
visors will b** recompensed in various 
ways. All will receive remuneration in 
cash, according to a sliding scale, based 
on the relative importance of rhe work 
in the various districts aud counties. 
In addition to this there will be prom ­ 
ises of personal appointment or state 
patronage, to be fulfilled in the event 
of McLean's election. 
The precinct is the unit of the plan.

enormous stress on the precinct. 
I he 
importance of naming only good men, 
who are hustlers and who will obey 
every order from headquarters w ith­ 
out question, "just as a soldier would,

EVERY PRECINCT SUPERVISOR 
W IL L RECEIVE $3 P E R DAY FROM 
T H E 
DAY OF HIS APPOINTMENT 
TO NOV. 8, 1899. 
As the majority of the precinct su­ 
pervisors have already been appointed 
it is fair to estimate the average time 
during which each supervisor is em ­ 
ployed ill the 
Mc la an 
campaign at 
eight weeks. 
The average pay of t ach 
supervisor is $21 per week, or $1L8 for 
elg'ht weeks. 
On this basis, the pay ct 
the 3,000 supervisors in Ohio will a g ­ 
gregate $504,000! 
Each precinct supervisor will devote 
his entire time until election day to 
perfecting the organization of his pre­ 
cinct, 
He will personally visit every 
voter in the precinct.
